The "Buffalo Courier Express" for 3/13/59 carried an 
article noting that the Justice Department moved into the Niagara 
Power case on 3/12/59 by filing a formal request for the U. S. 
Court of Appeals to reconsider its 11/14/58 decision favoring 
the Tuscarora Indians. The court's decision was “erroneous” 
in holding that ‘the Indian lands constitute a reservation pro- 
tected by certain sections of the Federal Power Act, according to 
the Justice Department. (See Buffalo Crimdel for 2/3/59 wherein 
it was stated that following extensive hearings the Federal Power 
Commission upheld the position of the Tuscarora Indians.)
